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Entry of Amendment 

The amendment filed February 15, 2005 has been entered and made of record. 
Accordingly, the status of the claims is as follows: Claims 1 and 3 are pending; claim 2 
is canceled. 

Previously Set Forth Rejections 

The 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) rejection of claims 1-3 as being anticipated by Tsai (U.S. 
Patent No. 6, 361,489) is hereby withdrawn. 

The following new grounds of rejection are set forth: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tsai (U.S. Patent No. 6,361,489). 

In regard to claims 1 and 3, Tsai teaches a medical instrument 10 comprised of 
a speculum 14 formed integrally with a body 12 further comprising an internal light 
source 38 which includes a light generator 40 such as an array of light emitting diodes 
(LEDs) 42disposed on a printed circuit board 44 (see Figure 2). Tsai also teaches an 
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internal power source 56 that is coupled to a DC-DC converter 52 which is coupled to 
the light generator 40 and LEDs 42 (see Figure 2 and col. 5, lines 43-48). Figure 2 
shows that the light generator 40, LEDs 42 and converter 52 are, as broadly as claimed, 
integrated in one component (i.e., the display portion 17) that corresponds mechanically 
and electrically to a conventional electric light bulb (see also col. 4, lines 35-50 where 
Tsai discussed using any suitable light generation means in place of light generator 40 
and LEDs 42). A light pipe or fiber optic coupling 46 connects light outlet 48 and the 
light generator 40 (see Figure 2). 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed with the amendment of February 15, 2005 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the light generator 40, including LEDs 42, may be seen in 
Fig. 2 to be separate from DC-DC converter 52 coupled to DC-AC power inverter 54, 
rather than integrated with them in one component. However, as noted above, all of 
these elements are contained within display portion 17, which renders them integrated 
in one component. Assuming arguendo that the device of Tsai does not contain the 
elements as integrated in one component, it is well settled that it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
make the components noted above to integrated into one component (e.g. one unitary 
component), since it has been held that forming in one piece an article which has 
formerly been formed in two pieces and put together involves only routine skill in the art. 
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Howard v. Detroit Stove Works, 150 U.S. 164 (1893). Accordingly, the device of Tsai 
meets claims 1 and 3 as amended.
